Another witness of the accident

Truman Not Using Power Now. 

Truman himself has said he 
will not use his new wage-price- 
rationing control powers in the 
near future. So the credit-tight- 
ening action will reach more di- 
rectly into the lives of millions 
of Americans than any other 
steps now in the cards. 

The Federal Reserve Board 
was able to act fast on consumer 
‘credit restrictions because Con- 
gress said specifically it shoud 
wield that control, whereas it left 


One use—to reduce 


the President to say who should 
handle the other controls. 

The Reserve Board, observing 
that easy credit had aided the 
post-Korea buying rush, set these 
minimum cash down payment and 
maximum pay-off limits on time 
buying: 

One-third down and 21 
months to pay for automobiles, 
new or used. (The board said 
dealers have up to now. gen- 
erally been requiring a 20 per 
cent down payment). 

Fifteen per cent down and 
18 months for _ refrigerators, 
food freezers, radio or televi- 
sion sets, phonographs, cooking 
stoves, ranges, dishwashers, 
ironers, washing machines, 
clothes driers, sewing machines, , 
suction (vacuum) cleaners, air 
conditioners and dehumidifiers. 

Ten per cent and 18 months 
for furniture and rugs. 

(The board said many appli- 
ance and furniture sales have 
been made recently with down 
payments ranging from noth- 
ing to 10 per cent, with 24 
months allowed to pay off the 
balance.) 

Ten per cent and 30 months 
for home repairs, alterations 
and improvements. (The Fed- 
eral Housing Administration be- 
gan requiring a 10 per cent 
down payment in August, but 
allowed 37 months to pay off.) 

Articles listed but costing less 
than $100 were exempted from 
the down payment requirements, 
but made subject to the pay-off 
time limits. | 
Installment loans for the pur- 
chase of listed articles must con- 
form to installment sale terms 
for those articles. Other install- 
ment loans must require pay- 
ment within 18 months. No re- 
strictions were put on charge ac- 
counts. 

The credit curbs are less tight 
than those imposed by the board 
during World War II or when 
credit controls were reimposed in 
the fall of inflation-troubled 1948, 
but tighter than the requirements 
in effect when credit controls last 
went off in June, 1949. 

R. M. Evans, a member of the 
Federal Reserve Board, told re- 
porters the new terms are not in- 
tended as a “knockout drop” to 
installment buying. Rather, he 
said they are designed to brake 
an upsurge in time-buying which 
has boosted over-all consumer 
debt since the Korean fighting 
began on June 25 to a record high 
of above 20 billion dollars. 

Officials Use Restraint. 

Evans reflected a widespread 
official attitude that the initial 
use of control powers would be 
on a restrained scale, with a grad- 
ual stiffening later on if condi- 
tions warrant. 

“If the situation worsens—and 
we hope it won’t—the board will 
be prepared to tighten these 
terms,” he said, stressing that 
consumer credit restrictions alone 
can’t stop inflation. °

WASHINGTON, Sept. 9 (AP)— 
A close adviser to President Tru- 
man said today that Louis John- 
son is on his way out as Secre- 
tary of Defense. 

This Administration confidant, 
who declined to be quoted by 
name, said that Johnson may step 
out before the general election in 
November. 

This report lacked any official 


confirmation from the White 
House or Defense Department. In 
fact the current feeling in Con- 
gress is that the President is still 
sticking by his Defense Secretary. 

Truman told a press conference 
on Aug. 3 that both Johnson and 
Secretary of State Dean Acheson, 
who also has been a target of con- 
gressional and other attacks, 
would stay as long as he is Pres- 
ident. 

Only last week—after Johnson 
had said he had no intention of 
quitting unless Truman asked him 
to do so—the President reaf- 
firmed that he wanted to keep 
Johnson. 

Since that time, however, more 
than one White House official has 
reported, the President now feels 
that way only about Acheson. 

Committee Urging Shift. 

Moreover, it is known that bigh- 
ly placed membe f the Demo- 
cratic National ttee are 
urging a change in the defense 
post. 

Johnson has been the target 
of a swelling flood of criticism 
from Congressmen and other 
sources, based on his pre-Korean 
economy program in the Defense 
Department, which critics assert 
weakened the nation’s military 
forces at a critical time in rela- 
tions with Russia. 

The attacks on Johnson reached 
a bitter peak last weekend when 
Representative Tauriello (Dem.), 
New York, in a second demand 
for Johnson to quit, said he un- 
derstood Johnson helped force 
the late Defense Secretary James 
Forrestal out of office. 

Only yesterday the Marine 
Corps League adopted a resolu- 
tion calling for Johnson’s re- 
moval. 

Truman has vigorously de- 
fended Johnson on more than one 
occasion. 

However, some White House 
aids said the President has been 
increasingly concerned over per- 
sisting reports of differences be- 
tween Johnson and Secretary of 
State Acheson. 

One daily confidant of the 
President said that while Truman 
will defend to the limit an ap- 
pointee from outside attack he is 
concerned because of published 
reports of Defense Department 
criticism of the Secretary of 
State. 

Truman Said to Back Acheson. 

“Of this you may be sure,” one 
White House aid said, “the Presi- 
dent feels that Secretary of State 
Acheson has borne up in this 
case with supreme dignity and 
will remain in the Cabinet after 
Johnson has gone.” 

How long Johnson will stay on 
the job, this source said, is the 
only question. He added that he 
may step out sooner than most 
people realize.

GLEN COVE, N.Y., 
INSISTS RUSSIA PAY 
TAX ON BIG MANSION 


GLEN COVE, N. Y., Sept. 9 
(AP)—Glen Cove is having trouble 
with its Russians again. This 
time they want a-tax exemption 
on their 45-room, $350,000 Long 
Island estate; Killenworth. 

Three years ago the Russian 
trading agency Amtorg bought the 
estate and began paying taxes, 
Last June it transferred the place 
to the Soviet embassy in Wash- 
ington, which has certain tax priv- 
ileges. 

The Embassy has now asked 
Glen Cove, through the State De- 
partment, to forego the $14 
revenue it collects on Killen- 
worth every year. 

Mayor Luke A. Mercandante 
wouldn’t even think of it. He 
gave his reasons in a letter back 
to the State Department—: “The 
‘house and lot’ referred to by the 
Soviet embassy ... is adjudged 
the most beautiful country home 
in America. 

“The mansion contains approxi- 
mately 45 rooms and is surround- 
ed by 37 acres of rare landscap- 
ing and shrubbery. 

“Since its occupation by Am- 
torg, a great number of Russians 
using the premises have placed 
added burden on the services of 
this city. According to the tax 
laws of the state of New York, 
such property is definitely not 
exempt from local taxes.” 


BURIAL FOR FIRST 
BRITISH SOLDIER 
TO DIE IN KOREA 


SOMEWHERE IN’ KOREA, 
Sept. 9 (AP)—The first British 
soldier to die on the United Na- 


tions front in Korea was buried 
today in a cemetery on the out- 
skirts of Taegu. 

The soldier, whose identity was 
withheld, was a lance corporal. 
He was laid to rest beside several 
hundred other war dead, mostly 
Americans and a few South Ko- 
reans.

Yanks, S. Koreans Plug

TOKYO, Sunday, Sept. 10 (AP) 
—Allied troops snapped shut a 
dangerous gap in the northeast- 
ern end of the Korean war front 
Saturday but lost a foothold to 
the Communists at the other end 
of the 120-mile line. 

American and South Korean 
troops linked forces east of Taegu 
to close a threatening five-mile 
opening in the line between 
Yongehon and Kyongju. The 
slogging through 
mud, had United States aerial 
support for the first time in 36 
hours as skies cleared. 

Battle Mountain, most bitterly 
contested hill in the Korean bat- 
tle zone, fell again to an attack- 
ing force of North Koreans on 
the southwest front. It was the 
twelfth time in 16 days the 
mountain had changed hands. 

Red Drive Reported. 

(The United Press said Red 
forces drove to within six miles 
of the Korean east coast Saturday, 
threatening not only to cut off 


the Pohang air strip, but also to 
encircle the entire South Korean 
Third Division.) 

The fighting was severe at Bat- 


vivors of Thursday’s mine cave-in 
shortly after noon today. Ten 
men are missing and are believed 
to have lost their lives. Eight 
managed to get out at the time 
a field undercut by coal diggings 
fell in Thursday night. 

The removal of the men was 
delayed while rescue workers 
tried to clear the exit tunnel of 
black damp, a poisonous gas, by 
means of fans.

Souvenir Masks Used. , 

Housewives in this mining town 
of 6000 were asked tw bring war- 
souvenir respirators to the mine 
to speed up the rescue work. 

The first three men to be taken 
out came up on stretchers. Their 
faces were hidden by the oxygen 
masks. Behind the stretcher cases 
came the first of those still able 
to walk—older men, staggering 
but refusing to be carried. 

The gas-masked rescue teams, 
worked in relays of five, drilled 
their way upward through a 30- 
foot wall of coal from a nearby 
abandoned mine last nigh® to 
reach the trapped men. 

The 128 men were caught in 
the Knockshinnoch workings by 
a cave-in of land the size of a 
football field. The mine is 30 
miles south of Glasgow.

Tokyo headquarters omitted its 
early Sunday morning release, as 
it often has done when it has no 
outstanding fresh developments 
to report, 

Rain and thickly packed clouds 
which covered the Korean battle 
fronts Saturday morning dis- 
solved later in the day and Al- 
lied aircraft went back into ac- 
tion after a 36-hour lull. 

Correspondent Leif Erickson 
reported 140 close-support plane 
flights were made, most of them 
on the vital northeastern front 
between Yongchon and Kyongju. 

Some planes lashed at Red po- 
sitions in the Naktong river 
bridgehead west of Yongsan, 25 
miles~north of Battle Mountain.

: The act also would have barred 
‘citizenship to any alien who was 
‘a member of a subversive or- 
“ganization within 10 years before 
he or she applied for citizenship. 

The bill, sponsored by Repre- 
sentative Francis E. Walter 
(Dem.), Pennsylvania, originally 
was intended to authorize citi- 
tenship for 88,000 Japanese and

Told Him It Would 
Come This Month — 
Doesn’t Believe It.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 9 (UP)— 
Congressional leaders and top 
Government officials were won- 
dering today what “well-informed 
people” had told Gov. Thomas E. 


Dewey that war with Russia will 
come “this month.” 

In addressing a Chamber of 
Commerce farm dinner in Syra- 
cuse, N.Y., last night Dewey said 
that he had been asked by many 
persons when a third world war 
would break out. 

“A number of well informed 
people tell me that it will come 
this month . . . however, I don't 
believe it,” Dewey said. 

“But it is coming eventually,” 
he added. 

The New York Governor, twice- 
defeated G.O.P. candidate for 
President, said the conviction 
had a lot to do with his last 
minute decision to run again for 
Governor. 

Government Silent. 

The State Department refused 
to comment on Dewey's state- 
ment. White House Press Secre- 
tary Charles G. Ross also de- 
clined comment. 

A State Department spokesman 
said, however, that he had not 
heard of Dewey discussing for- 
eign policy with any one. 

John Foster Dulles, long re- 
garded as Dewey’s top adviser on 
foreign policy matters, said he 
does not know who told Dewey 
that war is imminent. Dulles, 
now a State Department adviser, 
said he had not talked to Dewey 
at all since he returned from 
his vacation early this week. 

Congressional reaction to the 
statement was guarded. Most 
Congressmen declined to com- 
ment on the statement until they 
had an opportunity to read it. 

Change in Attitude. 

Dewey’s statement seemed to 
reflect a change in attitude for 
the New York Governor who has 
repeatedly said he hopes all-out 
war can be avoided. 

Secretary of State Dean Ache- 
son has said in the strongest 
terms that war is not inevitable. 
Like President Truman, Acheson 
is known to be violently opposed 
to the idea of a ‘preventive war” 
with Russia. 

The President said only last 
week that he hopes the present 
Korean war will not expand into 
a general war. He also attacked 
the concept of a “preventive” 
war and said the United States is 
dead against it. 

Dewey said it was his “guess” 
that Russia did not wage total 
war this year because it feared 
American ability to retaliate 
against Russian heavy industry. 

Earlier he had declared that 
the United States “must stop 
changing our foreign policy every

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


Senator Benton's point—that the pri- 
mary arena of our “Voice of America” 
propaganda battle .s not in Russia but 
the free countries and the twilight areas 
-~-is most true and timely. 

It must be extremely difficult for our 
voice to be heard ‘n Russia, but in oth- 
er countries we may do some very ef- 
fective broadcasting. 

But what I wish particularly to stress 
fis this: The most effective voice of 
America is not just hymns of praise 
over the air, but the voice that arises, 
unrehearsed, from the practice of our 
daily living in this democracy, under 
the laws made by free men. 


This strong, clear voice goes out to — 


all the world in spite of any barriers 
erected by evil men and in spite of any 
furbishing of our own propagandists. 
It is the voice that truly represents our 
governmental system and our life under 
that system. 

Our weaknesses cannot be hidden by 
any kind of man-made voice. They will 
speak out. And they will be heard in 
Russia as quickly and as plainly as 
anywhere in the world. 

What is the answer? Why, simply, 
let us make this a democracy as per- 
fect as possible, dealing justly, honestly, 
charitably with all the world. Let 
every one of our own citizens get in- 
deed a fair deal, or as nearly so as is 
humanly possible. 

That should be our goal, and we can 
reach it. No amount of political smart- 
ness and trickery can permanently suc- 
ceed. Selfishness and greed lead to de- 
struction. 

We were given a rule to live by long 
ago, in the Sermon on the Mount—the 
Golden Rule. No statesman, or poli- 
ticlan, or dictator has ever uttered a 
better policy—domestic or foreign.

The elevation of Morris Shenker, St. Louis 
criminal lawyer, to membership in the Demo- 
cratic National Finance Committee is a re- 
minder that the local Democratic organization 
has been gradually coming under the control of 
a new management. And it must be confessed 
that this hardly seems much of an improvement 
over the old. 

The new leader is Sheriff Thomas Callanan, 
and Mr. Shenker seems to be his right-hand 
man. At least, the lawyer openly played that 
role in the Sheriff's successful campaign against 
the proposed new city charter. He joined the 
Sheriff in a boastful public statement that a 
fund of several thousand dollars would be raised 
for an “educational” drive against what could 
have been the greatest step toward better local 
government in many a year. | 

Sheriff Callanan’s reasons for opposing the 
charter seem obvious enough. It would have 
established budgetary control over his and other 
so-alled state offices. It would have put more 
municipal employes under civil service, thus 
taking plums out of the political patronage 
basket. It would have ended many of the buck- 
passing devices which now shield officials more 
interested in politics than in public service. 


Mr. Shenker’s motives were less obvious. But 
he hardly weakened his influence in the ward- 
heelers’ club by taking his stand on the side of 
the wardheelers. Mr. Shenker’s position in 
St. Louis legal circles is eminent, if not exactly 
widely envied. He has represented such a client 
as William Molasky, top racing news distributor 
in St. Louis, before the Senate’s Kefauver Com- 
mittee which is seeking to trace the link between 
crime and commercialized gambling. 

It will be recalled that Molasky made a sub- 
stantial contribution to Gov. Forrest Smith’s 
campaign. In return for this, he hoped to name 
one of the members of the St. Louis Police 
Board, a board which once was expected to give 
gamblers the green light for an invasion of 
St. Louis. And in the matter of this contribu- 
tion, it was Shenker who acted as intermediary 
between Molasky and Chairman Hendren of the 
Democratic State Committee. 

The Sheriff's name—and that of his friend 
and predecessor, John Dougherty—also has been 
mentioned in connection with gamblers. He was 
listed as one of the nine honorary pallbearers 
of Charles Binaggio, murdered Kansas City 
gambler-politician. But whatever else may be 
said of Sheriff Callanan, he has been working 
hard in the Democratic organization vineyards. 
And the labor apparently is going to bring its 
rewards for him and for his colleague, Morris 
Shenker. 

With the Republicans still divided, it would 
not be unnatural if the thought occurred to 
these two that the time is auspicious for a bit 
of Democratic machine-building.

China Before the Assembly 


Communist China’s application for admission 
to this month’s U.N. General Assembly meeting 
raises a thorny question for our policy makers. 

In the Security Council, our Government’s 
position has been that it would vote against 
admitting Red China, but would not exercise 
the veto power. This was a convenient straddle. 
It enabled us to say that we would accept the 
decision of seven members of the Council should 
they vote to seat Red China. But there was 
not much likelihood that seven members would 
so vote as long as we opposed the move. 


In the General Assembly, where there is no 
veto, our Government may have to take a more 
clear-cut position, and what it does will exercise 
great influence upon many of the members. 

Emotionally, the most satisfying position to 
take would be one of adamant opposition to the 
Mao Tse-tung regime. But the factors which 
argue against that policy should be coolly 
weighed. Our policy should be based not 
on sentiment but on a careful calculation of 
basic interests and consequences. 

There is good reason to believe that Soviet 
Russia has never been so interested in gaining 
admission for Red China as it was in forcing 
the Western powers to compile a record of op- 
posing Red China. This enabled Moscow to pose 
as the sole protector and support of Mao Tse- 
tung, and to sell the rest of Asia the line that we 
are the antagonists of native, popular regimes. 

We have an interest in driving a wedge he- 
tween Moscow and Peiping if possible. We also 
have an interest in convincing Asia that we are 
not the heirs of European colonialism but are 
sympathetic to the aspirations of Asiatic peoples 
for self-government. It is America, not Moscow, 
which offers respect for genuine independence, 
and we must get that message across. 

How to make it clear that, while we will fight 
any aggression intended to overturn U.N. agree- 
ments, we do not simply champion the status

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Pick-Sloan Fiasco 


The Federal Reclamation Bureau itself evi- 
dently is beginning to suspect that, as the Post- 
Dispatch has been saying for five years, the ir- 
rigation plans for the Missouri Valley are too 
grandiose. 

The author of these irrigation plans, W. G. 
Sloan of the Interior Department, is quoted as 
saying that if farmers are going to have to bor- 
row and invest $23,000 to $28,000 each in order 
to use the irrigation. as estimated by an agency 
of the Department of Agriculture, “we ought not 
to irrigate another acre of land.” 

Doubts are arising also in the Missouri Basin 
Interagency committee, the coalition of the Army 
Engineers and Reclamation Bureau which is 
sponsoring the Pick-Sloan “plan” for the de- 
velopment of the Missouri Valley. The com- 
mittee is unfavorably impressed by the fact that 
in the past five years not more than 200,000 
acres have been added to the amount of land 
under irrigation. Yet the “plan” proposes to 
add 5,500,000 acres. 

What is holding it back? For one thing, the

Another Fare Increase? 


Mayor Darst has reached a bargain with the 
Publie Service Co., coupling transit fare in- 
creases with a plan to settle the company’s labor 
dispute. Is this a good bargain? 

On the one hand is a proposal for 15-cent 
fares instead of the present 12-cent fare. On 
the other is a proposed contract between the 
company and AFL operators. The public would 
welcome an end to the labor dispute which 
brought technical state seizure of the transit 
company, but to what extent must the public 
pay for this? 

One aspect of the bargain is a plan for a 25- 
cent round-trip fare within a 214-mile inner zone 
in the downtown area. But this “cheap” inner 
zone fare actually represents an increase over 
present riding costs. 

Riders going from downtown to destinations 
beyond Grand boulevard would have to pay 3 
cents more than at present. If they went beyond 
“break points” roughly approximating the city 
limits, they would have to pay additional zonal 
fares of 5 or even 10 cents. Hence some riders 
might pay 25 cents for one trip which cost 10 
cents just two years ago. 

Re-routing of suburban service this summer 
already has added 10 cents to the cost of travel 
for persons who formerly depended on the 
Public Service Co. and now must use County 
Transit Co. busses. These changes added about 
$220,000 to their transit bill. 

What Mayor Darst has now conceded is a 
thorough balkanization of public transportation 
in the St. Louis area. This would discourage 
travel between different parts of Greater St. 
Louis, and as we observed when the Mayor first 
spoke of zone fares: 

Nobody has yet proved that the St. Louis 
metropolitan area, as the organic community 
it is, would be better off with zone fares 
than without; whereas there is a good deal 


of obvious evidence that the result would 
be detrimental. 


The Public Service Co. may be able to prove 
that it absolutely requires higher fares to meet 
increased expenses. But the Public Service Com- 
mission should insist that the company make a 
clear case before permitting a third rise in 
transit costs. 
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Opportunity in the County 
The movement in St. Louis county to vote in 
November on adoption of the nonpartisan court 
plan deserves every encouragement. When the 
plan was adopted in 1940 by state-wide vote, it 


was made applicable only to a few courts, in- . 


cluding the Missouri Supreme Court, the State 
Courts of Appeals and the Circuit Courts of 
St. Louis. Use elsewhere was conditioned on 
the adoption of the plan through express ap- 
proval of the voters of the area. 

St. Louis county, which makes up the Thir- 
teenth Judicial Circuit, has never voted on the 
plan for itself. Yet the reasons which make the 
plan a good one for St. Louis make it just as 
good for the county. The bench should not be 
in the mire of partisan politics. No Judge or 
prospective Judge should be put in the position 
of seeking the indorsement of a political boss. 
No Judge should be elected or re-elected for no 
better reason than that he was carried to vic- 
tory by machine voting or a state or national 
landslide. 

The Missouri plan has attracted much interest 

far from home. New York is looking into it now 
and some other states have worked out modi- 
fied forms. Certainly, it is time that St. Louis 
county used this means to lift its bench out of 
politics. 
The nonpartisan court plan is not perfect, 
but it is a vast improvement over the old sys- 
tem which put so many ‘bosses’ hacks on the 
courts. 
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Senatorial Testimonial to U.N. 

In sharp contrast to League of Nations days, 
the Senate's Foreign Relations Committee has 
re-affirmed its faith in the United Nations. It 
adepted a subcommittee report describing the 
U.N. as the first world organization in history 
which has shown “the spirit, the drive, the con- 


- fidence to use force to stop force.” 


The report expects much of the U.N. in the 
future. Trouble may arise, hdwever, from Rus- 
sian efforts to sabotage the U.N. from within 
or without in retaliation for its stand in Korea. 
If the Sovict Union should undertake this 
through the use of the veto in the Security 
Council, the report suggests that the Council be 
reduced to a secondary level. This is in line 
with thoughts already tentatively expressed in 
diplomatic circles, including the State Depart- 
ment. There is no veto in the Assembly. The 
difficulty, however, is that its powers are limited. 
The Charter makes it the debating arm, and the 
Security Council the action arm of the U.N. 
Thus some revision of the Charter might become 
necessary. 

Should Russia withdraw from the U.N., the re- 
port proposes a “new or revitalized organization 
of the free nations of the world.” Since the 
Senators themselves find one of the chief values 
of the U.N. in the fact that it has. kept Russia 
at the international conference table when other 
avenues of diplomatic communication are closing 
up, it is to be hoped that Russia can be kept 
within the U.N. So long as some intercourse is 
maintained between East and West, the situation 
cannot be considered utterly hopeless. 

Some Americans will be disappointed because 
the report turns thumbs down on all forms of 
international organization stil] in the proposal 
stage. These range from world government to 
the Atlantic Union’s federation of western states. 
Advocates will not agree, but to take up any of 
these plans at this time might easily be con- 
strued as a lessening of American interest in the 
U.N. This would be unfortunate with the Korean 
situation unresolved ;

A G.I. Meets the Koreans

Occupation soldier learns why natives risk being knocked down 
by jeeps—to rid themselves of evil spirits; Christianity, once 
foremost religion, suffered’ under Japanese occupation, is now 
rebuilding; ancient spirit-worship still colors people’s outlook.

When, in the winter of 1947, I was as- 
signed the job of Information and Educa- 
tion Instructor to a medical battalion sta- 
tioned near Seoul, the capitol of Korea, I 
had absolutely no idea that the focal point 
of my talks would turn out to be Korean 
religion. As a G.I. fresh off a troopship 
I had not the haziest notion of what Korea 
was like. Yet, six months later, when I 
left for the United States, I was saturated 
with the religion of the country. It all 
started with the first class I taught. 


The temperature was 19 degrees below 
zero, the classroom was unheated and the 
window panes were broken. The dis- 
gruntied men filed in, just daring me to 
teach them something, and to top it off, I 
had received a memorandum from the gen- 
eral informing me that, due to certain 
incidents which had just occurred in the 
city, I was to impress on our men the 
necessity of acting as “ambassadors of the 
United States in a foreign land.” 


When I started to make this point, I 
was immediately greeted with catcalls and 
hoots of laughter. One private stood up 
near the rear of the room and said, “How 
can you have any respect for these people? 
Why, they’re crazy! If you drive down 
the street in a jeep, a Korean will jump 
in the path of the car and won’t get out of 
the way until the very last minute.” 


This brought forth a burst of corroborat- 
ing remarks. Having been brought‘ up in 
New York City, where an incident like 
that is by no means unusual, I couldn’t 
see why they thought the Koréan’s be- 
havior so odd, but I decided to see. 


I stationed myself at a street corner and 
waited. Sure enough, almost every time a 
car came down the road, a Korean delib- 
erately ran into the path of the vehicle 
and then dashed out of the way at the 
very last moment. While I watched, one 
Korean stood there a moment too long 
and was knocked down by the jeep. 

A Korean interpreter for the army had 
the office next to mine, and I went in to 
see him the following morning. 

I introduced myself, and, after chatting 
a few minutes, I told the man, whose name 


was Kim Soo, what I had observed the pre- 
vious day and I asked him if he could 
explain these actions. He could. He ex- 
plained that spirit-worship, including 
shaanism, fetishism and animism, is the 
basis of Korean faith, even though, in the 
4000 years of her recorded history, Korea 
has been religiously influenced, in varying 
degrees, by Confucianism, Buddhism and 
Christianity. 

Kim Soo explained that one of the 
fundamental beliefs of the Korean people 
is that each one of them is continually 
followed by an evil spirit which he is 
always trying to get rid of. What the 
Korean was trying to do was to put him- 
self in the path of an automobile and jump 
out of the way at the last moment, hoping 
the evil spirit would be mowed down by 
the vehicle. 


Christianity entered Korea with great 
difficulty in the eighteenth century. By 
the late nineteenth century it had become 
the foremost religion in Korea. However, 
just as the Buddhists had to make certain 
concessions to the Koreans’ ancient spirit- 
worship, so, too, did the Christians. 


In 1910, with the formal annexation of 
Korea by Japan, the troubles of the Chris- 
tian Church began. Since the doctrines of 
Christianity were distinctly opposed to the 
Japanese superior race concept, to Em- 
peror-worship, and to the warlike concept 
of virtue, Japan did everything in her 
power to drive Christianity from the penin- 
sula. 

By 1940 all but a handful of missionaries 
had been driven out. But the missionaries 
went back to Korea when World War II 
ended. Even with all the persecution, 
Christianity has managed to keep many of 
the gains it made in the beginning of the 
century. In 1944 there were an estimated 
175,000 Buddhists in Korea, 400,000 Prot- 
estants and 300,000 Catholics. ‘ 

Of the Koreans who have not been con- 
verted to Christianity, the all-around Ko- 
rean is likely to be a Buddhist when he 
philosophizes, a Confucianist when in so- 
ciety, and a spirit-worshipper when he is 
in trouble.

Senator Taft (Rep.), Ohio, threw. 
his support today behind a pro- 
posal of Senator Lodge (Rep.), 
Massachusetts, to boost American 
military strength to the point 
where 30 ground divisions would | 
be available for fighting. 

Lodge told the Senate yester- 
day that this country may be 
called on to furnish 20 divisions 


to bolster the defenses of Europe 
against possible attack by Russia. 
He said 10 of them should be 
ready next year. 

The Massachuetts Senator, a 
member of the American delega- 
tion to the United Nations, said 
it probably will take 15 divisions 
to defeat the North Korean Coem- 
munists. He added that another 
five must be kept at home to be 
used to meet “any number of un- 
pleasant possibilities in other’ 
parts of the world.” 

Cautious About Europe. 

Taft told a reporter he would 
support a move to bring the fight- 
ing divisions up to 30, which 
would mean about 500,000 men. 
However, he added that he wants 
to go slow on sending troops to

WASHINGTON, Sept. 9 (AP)— 
Rubber prices and world produc- 
tion of natural rubber are both 
setting records. 

The Commerce Department re- 
ported yesterday that prices were 
at the highest level in 25 years 
and that production set a new 


straight month. 

July production was estimated 
at 167,500 long tons, 10,000 more 
than in June. 

Meanwhile world use of: new 
rubber in July fell from the 190,- 
000-ton level of the two preceding 
months to 182,500 tons. 

The department said the July 
consumption represented 137,500 
tons of natural and 45,000 tons of 
synthetic rubber. The July de- 
cline from May-June levels was 
“influenced by the decline in the 
United States,” the department 
said. 

Russian imports of natural rub- 
ber in July were estimated at 
7500 tons against a total of 35,000 
tons for the first six months of 
this year. 

World rubber production for 
the first seven months of 1950 
was listed as 987,500 tons, a 20.9 
per cent increase over that of the 
corresponding period of 1949. 

New rubber consumption in 
that period was listed at a record 
of 1,232,500 tons, including 932,- 
500 tons of natural rubber and 
300,000 tons of synthetic.

His latest veto was No. 44, cast 
Wednesday to kill a United States 
proposal that all nations quit 
helping the North Koreans. Unit- 
ed States Delegate Warren Austin 
said the veto .“has the effect of 
helping North Korea.” 

Hits latest defeat was the 10-to-1 
setback the Council gave him in 
a private meeting yesterday when 
he tried to argue that. all the 
meetings between Jan. 13 and 
July 15 were illegal and no rec- 
ords of them should be approved. 
The period covered the greater 
part of his boycott of the Council 
after a walkout during the dis- 
pute on the Chinese representa- 
tion question. ’ 

Next Veto Possibility. 
The question of what the Coun- 
cil records should say may bring 
Malik’s veto No. 45. The Council 
will hold another private meeting 
Tuesday for final consideration of 
the report to the General Assem- 
bly. Malik has said he cannot 
vote for the report if it contains 
the records of meetings from 
which he was absent.

Proper Status for 
Hourly .Wage Workers 
Among Demands. 


The Missouri State Council, 
American Federation of State, 
County and Municipal Employes 
yesterday requested wage. in- 
creases of $35 a month across 
the board for an estimated 7000 
St. Louis municipal employes and 
asked that all city employes be 
brought under the Federal So- 
cial Security Act. 

Stan Zagol, business repre- 
sentative of the union, said the 
demands were included in a let- 
ter sent yesterday to R. Elliott 
Scearce, director the city depart- 
ment of personnel. Zagol did 


not estimate the annual cost to 


the city of the union’s proposals 
‘but he said that the expense 


would be offset by increased ef- 


ficiency among city workers and 
higher morale: 


Mayor Joseph M. Darst, when 
informed of the union’s demands, 
commented: 

“I don’t know where we're go- 
ing to get the money.” 

Proposal for Hourly Workers. 

In a second phase of the wage 
proposal the union asked that 
laborers who have been working 
at hourly wage rates be placed 
on the payroll on a monthly basis. 
These employes, Zagol explained, 
were hired originally as seasonal 
workers but since have become 
permanent employes and should 
be accorded proper payroll status. 

City employes, who are under 
Civil Service, have not had a 
wage increase since Jan. 1, 1949, 
when they Were granted a month- 
ly wage increase of $20 per 
month, Zagol said. Between July 
15, 1949, and July 15, 1950, he 
added, the cost of food alone has 
risen 45 per cent and that 30 per 
cent of the rise took place in last 
June and July. 

“If the city desires to retain 
competent employes it will have 
to raise wages,” Zagol said. 

Salary Rank of City. 

Though St. Louis ranks third 
in population among nine cities 
of the nation in the 500,000-to-1,- 
000,000 classification, it ranks 
eighth in the average monthly 


The D.S.C. was awarded post- | 


salary paid to its employes, Zagol 
continued. He said the average 
| municipal wage here was $224 
monthly. 

As for social security, Zagol 
said that cost of private insurance 
for old age payments was pro- 
hibitive for city employes and 
therefore they had nothing to 
look forward to “except working 
or dying in their jobs, or losing 
them and becoming. charity 
wards.” 

He pointed out that under new 
provisions of the Social Security 
act municipal workers sre eli- 
gible for its benefits if their em- 
ployers agree to participate. Pro- 
visions of the federal system are 
less costly to employes and more 
liberal in benefits, he said than 
private plans.

programs,” wrote Wilson.

GIVING THE FACTS is important, and we should certainly 
not expect people to make right choices in life on the basis of 
dignorance and superstition. But the attitudes one has toward

West made his six-heart bid as 
a sacrifice, of course, but also to 
keep North from showing two 
kings if he had them, via the 
same six-heart response to South's 
Blackwood five no-trump. South 
thought for a long time before 
he went all out for the grand 
slam, and he wofild have been 
better off if he had settled for 
that West did 
not sacrifice further. However, if 
South had played the cards for 
all that was in them, his optimism 


would have paid off handsomely. 


West opened the heart king, 
feeling that any other lead would 
be no more effective and might 
be more dangerous. South won 
with the blank ace, cashed six of 
his seven trumps, carefully saving 
one, and then, seeing only one 
chance for the contract, hopefully 
started on the diamonds. When 
East turned up witha stopper, it 


was all over. South had to give 
up a club trick. 

Even without an adverse bid- 
ding, the odds were strongly 
against the 3-3 diamond break 
necessary to give South a-discard 
on the diamond five, but with 
the bidding which took place, 
that break was even less prob- 
able. In any case, however, what 
did South expect or hope to do 


with that last trump? He must 
have thought it would take two 
tricks if he held it. But the 
strange fact is that it would have 
taken two tricks, in effect, if he 
had laid it down before touching 
diamonds! East, forced to one 
more discard than he actually 
had to make, would have had to 
give up his stopper in diamonds 
or blank the club king.
